l , Nanking, Jan. B. 

Foreign Powers and nationals 
are held ‘to blame for most of 
the evila of the opium and 
narcotic traffics, in an official 
statement issued to-day by the 
Foreign Office, which is mani- 
festing considerable interest in 
the Opium Suppression Con- 
ference at Geneva, 

China during the past two 
years, it is claimed, has been 
oxerting grent efforts to suppress 
the traffic, Many ‘new regulations 
have been promulgated, the effect 
of which has been most encourag- 
ink. 

The statement continues to de- 
claro that the evila of opium and 
the imperative necetily for ox- 
terminating the scourge are con. 
tinnally stressed wt public 
gatheringa during = the “Anti- 
Opium Week,” and at the 
weekly memoria! services, In 
the daily press, magazines and 
other periodicals. Many public 
bodies and Government depart- 
menta are also putting their 
shoulder to the wheel.

In 1929, the Chinese Maritimes 
Customs seized more than five thou- 
sand ounces of cocaine, approxi- 
mately ten thousand ounces of mor- 
phine, three thousand ounces of 
heroin, six thousand ounces of 
oplum and ten thousand hypodermic 
needles. 

The drugs were {imported by 
Japanese, — Australians, Germans, 
‘Swiss, Russians, Hungarians, 
French, British and Korcans,

MR. PITTMAN’S SILVER LOAN. _ 


Washington, Jan. 8. 
ft is understood that the Senate 
Sub-Committee which has been in- 
vestigating the causes of the 
decline in trade between the 
United States and China, will re- 
commend President Hoover to 
enter into international negotia- 
tiona for a silver loun to China. 
The amount is not mentioned.

Britain Blamed, 


Regarding the alleged sales of 
silver by India, Mr. Key Pittman,. 
the Democratic from 
Nevadn, wha fg ¢ chairman of 
the Senate Sub-Committee, has 
declared that British policy in 
selling silver on oa depressed 
market was the major cause of 
the world's trade depression. — 
Reuter’s American Service. 

He had also said that every 
important economist with whom he 
had talked had agreed that the 
slump in silver was entirely 
responsible for the falling off of 
American trade in China.

“One of the solutions, s0.far as 
China is concerned, would be to 
write all nilver deposits. in Chinn 
as duty-paid, and put 2 duty on 
silver into China, with a corres- 
ponding draw-back for all exports 
of silver,” said a leading bullion 
broker, when discussing the pro- 
nouncements of the Scnute Sub- 
Committee from Washington with 
a Telegreph representative this 
morning. . 

“To obtain the funds to pay for 
the draw-back,” he added, “the 
customs tariff would have. to be 
calevlated for everything else on 
thebasis of parity silver instead 
of at the agsiated exchange rate.

Thus, if the rate of exchange 
is 1s. 8d. in Shanghai, and silver 
was, say 1s. an ounce in London, 
the duty of. 6d. put on silver would 
mean that bankers purchasing 
gilver if Condon and shipping it 
out would have to pay their 1s.

For a year or #0, 
nfter reaching Home, she was 
very il], but Inter made a complete 
recovery, and was Inter married to 
Mr. Crang Wickett, thelr home 
being in Plymouth. ; 

Many older residents of the 
Colony will , remember = Mrs, 
Wickett and will deeply regret to 
hear of her death. During her 
period of service here, she proved 
herself a most capable and efficient 
Sister and Matron, and greatly 
endeared hereaelf to all with whonr 
she came into contact. 

Some three months before her 
denth, Mra, Wickett had been in 
ill-health, and carly in December 
her condition became so serious 
that she was removed to the 
South Devon and East Cornwall 
Hospital in Plymouth, Her hus- 
band, who was extremely well- 
known in the West of England as 
the representative of a prominent 
leather firm, was compelled to 
retire some four or five years ago 
by renson of ill-health, and had 
been practically bed-ridden ever 
since.

And it is no wonder why so many 
atudents when pissing ot of 
achools to embrace a profession 
find themselves !acking know- 
ledge, especially general know- 
ledge. - 

The marking of the examination 
papers this year is apparently by 
no means lenient. This was not 
unticipated before the sending in 
of the entry forms, clae the ¢x- 
amination halls could not have 
been go full up! This strict 
marking has caused a certain 
amount of melancholy to the un- 
successful eandidates, but, if it 
will continue, it avill-in the long 
run do the candidates ample 
good, particularly the future can- 
didates. 

For moat of the candidates sit- 
ting for the last examination were 
entirely unfit, and Lam sure the 
registrar can tell much more than 
myself about this. They depend- 
ed largely on chance or the leni- 
ent marking of the examiners to 
creep through. When in the 
lower Classes they were too fond 
of promotion and mannged to seu. 
cure it: hence when they rushed 
up to the higher classes, they 
proved themselves totally unquali- 
fied. as the Iast reault has well 
accounted for It. 

Now if the examiners still con- 
tinue to be so. strict or even 
stricter in marking the papers, 80 
na to signalise to these students 
that there js absolutely no chanes 
or excuse for them who hope to 
got it, then these studenta will 
consider their promotion different- 
ly from before, and their teachers 
will deal with promotions more 
seriously and raise the standard 
of all the classes to o greater ex- 
tent, in order to make their pupils 
satisfy the examiners.

TOO AMBITIOUS © 
SCHOOLS. 


Shortly before he left the Colony, 
Sir Cecil Clementi uttered a wam- 
ing to Hongkong school authorities. 
against excessive ambition. He 
observed that there {s room in 
Hongkong for good schools without 
the three senfor classes, adding 
that attempts to conduct an upper 
school without adequate staffs have 
handicapped more than one private 
achool. This was 80, he said, be- 
cause such efficient staff na was 
available concentrated an the pre- 
paration of boya for the Junior 
Local Examinations, for which very 
few of their pupils entered and 
most of them failed, while the 
equally ‘important lower and re- 
move classes’ were ignored. Some 
of these remarks would appear to 
be particularly apposite in view of 
the results of the Junior Locals 
which have just been sinnounced. 


Looking through the examina- 
thon results, we been 
atruck by the very poor 
ing made by some of — the 
smaller institutions. In some cases, 
every candidate entered failed to 
uatisfy the examiners, Contem- 
plating thia fact, we cannot but de- 
plore the waste of time.and energy 
implied, to say nothing of the dis- 
appointment to pupils and parents 
alike. Whether there are any 
instances, under this heading, of 
neglect of the lower classes by 
reason of the staff concentrating on 
the preparation of pupila for the 
Juntfor Locals, it is, of course, not 
possible to say; but it is obvious 
from the results that very consider- 
able numbera of pupils were enter- 
ed who. could not possibly hope to 
succeed. In the speech of Sir 
Cecil Clementi’s to which we have 
referred, it was emphasised that 
the Education Department has to 
cater.to a large number of boys 
and girls who have’ to leave school 
before the Junfor Local stage, and 
‘Sir Cecil did well to lay ‘strees-on 
the: point that brillant’ fesults in 
public examinations: are only com- 
mendable if, at the same time, the 
rest of the school is adequately pro. 
vided for and efficiently conducted, 
It is to be foared that theso con- 
aidorations .are not given the 
weight which they should be in 
many of the schools of:the Colony, 
with the dual consequence that 
those who lo not enter the examina- 
tions suffer from Jack of attention, 
whilat very. many of those’ who do 
enter aro-attomptingan_impossibte | 
task.

Howover valuablo higher 
education may be, the fact must bo 
recognised that tho great majority 
of school children in this Colony 
need nothing better than & 
thoroughly, good grounding in 
primary subjects. Give them that, 


_Jand they will go out into tho world 


sufficiently equipped for’ the life 
which lics ahead of them—possibly 
better equipped, for all’ practical 
purposes, than they would be by 
dabbling in subjects of which they 
cannot hope to secure a really good 
grasp. To some extent, the Ppro- 
blem is just the same In England 
as it is in Hongkong, with the pro- 
viso that it is more apparent and 
more greatly emphasised here. In 
education, as in all other spheres of 
life, it is folly to attempt to run 
before the art of walking has been 
maatered.

An Impossible Scheme. 


Our representative was remind- 
ed that the Sub-Committee recom- 
monded entering into dlscuasions 
with British and othor Govern- 
ments as to. the advisability of 
fixing an International value of 
silver, but it was again pointed out 
that this was but an endenvour to 
contro] silver, which was Impos- 
sible unless some philanthropic 
person came ‘forward to aay .he 
would buy all the silver that any- 
body could get, and that war 
equally impossible. : 

As to the accusation that the 
British policy of selling silver in 
tho depressed ‘imarkets‘was the 


| major causo of.the world depros- 


sion, our representatiyo was in- 
formed that America was also 
selling just‘as much ailvor, as was 
Indo-China... Furthermore, it was 
not the Indian Government which 
was selling the silver from India. 
It was being disposed of by private 
sources. He rogarded the selling 
of silvef an just an ordinary ex- 
change sale, as purchasers in the’ 
London market had to cover their 
gold sale. ; 


New York Opinion. 


Certain financia) authorities in 
New York it. may be pointed out, 
have alrendy expressed the 
opinion that a world conference, 
authorized to take drastic remedial 
measures, perhaps in the form of 
bimctalism, is what is needed. 
They fect that the depreased buy- 
ing power of the Orient will very 
soon force the western world to 
take some action toward helping 
ngnin to enthrone ailver among 
the precious metals. 

Europe paradoxically is com- 
pluining of an impending shortage 
of gold, and at the same time doing 
its best to replace silver with gold 
aso atandard of value in those 
countries which for centurics have 
linked their, welfare to the white 
metal, As a result, gold is now 
asked to carry part of the burden 
formerly borne by silver. This it 
is finding it increasingly diMeult 
to do. 


- China Bulging With Silver. 


No surpriso has been caused by 
the statement of Mr. T. V. Soong, 
the Nanking Ministor of Finance, 
that the move to make a huge 
silver lonn to China derives no 
support from China itself. The 
campaign hag never been taken 
seriously either by the silvor 
brokers or in quarters close to 
Chinese affairs. China’ is, chock- 
ful of silver, and this year actual- 
ly talked of attaching a duty to 
silver Imports, while Mr. Soong’s 
financial policy fs aimed at the 
adjustment of existing debts be- 
fore contracting new obligations. 

It Is not along this path that au- 
thorities in the silver world see 
the solution of the troubles that 
have overcome silver. They do 
see -a-benefit-to-silver-in the-cessa- 
tion of civil war in China. That 
country is probably the largest 
single fuctor In silver consump- 
tion. When China has been 
pacified, resumption of trade will 
bring more™silver into use for 
trnde purposes, and ‘the huge 
stocks-in Shanghai and Hongkong 
may be expected once again to 
flow buck to the interlor, where 
much of the business is done on a 
hard money, not a banking, basis. 


Occident’s Responsibility. 


a ‘ 

At the samo time, according to 
Now York opinion, the solution of 
the silver problem requires the 
co-operation of the Occident far 
more than the Orient. For it is 
held, the Occfdent is responsible 
for the loss of confidence in silver. 

The responsibility of the Oc- 
cident is traced back to 1920, when 
Great Britain, in. the interests of 
economy, reduced the silver cont- 
ent of its aubsidiary coinage. 
Naturally this had the result of 
throwing vast quantities of silver 
on the market, Other countries 
followed suit, and France actunlly: 
withdrew its coins from circula- 
tion. From 1923 to 1924 there was: 
a drop in total silver ‘consumed 
in coinage from 232,000,000 ounces 
to 136,000,000 ounces. - 


Ball Is Set Rolling. 


Meantime a movement devclop- 
ed rapidly to get the world buck 
on the gold” standard after‘the 
wartime. orgy. of. ‘inflationary 
finance. It receive its impetus 
from the Genoa conference of 1922, 
In’ the. following year Austria 
restored [ts currency, but {twas 
mot until’ 1926, when Great Britain 
and the Dominions _ restablished 
the ‘gold: atandard, that genuine 
progress came. “..By 1928, 60 
cont. .of the world’s 
population wero handling. monoy 
linked to.: gold. This * means 
‘that the purchasing power of all 
"eurroncles of the. gold-standard 
world {8-dotermined within.s small 
margin by what. gold itself with 
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“GROWING UNEASINESS IN

Mr. Glassey (L. Dorset E.) re- 
contly asked the Home Scerctary 
if he was prepared to Inquire into 
the question of film cengorship. 

Mr. Clynes—I have given caore- 
ful consideration to this matter. 
It is not always recognised that a 
power of censoring films is vested 
in the Local ‘Authorities. The 
Local Authorities rely for the most,

I'am well. awaro that thero arb

TWO MEN CONVICTED AND 
THIRD DISCHARGED. 


Unanimous in their verdict, the 
jury at the Criminal Seasons yea- 
terday afternoon, found’ the first 
two prisoners Accused of, nraon- 
conspiracy, guilty on this charge, 
and third’ defendant, not guilty on 
three counta: he was accordingly 
diacharged, Wis Lordship Mr. 
Justice Wood sakt he entirely 
agreed with the verdict, and Aen- 
tenced the first nccused to threo 
years’ hard labour, and the sccond 
to two ycara. He nlao exempted 
the jury from further duty for two 
years, . 


The jury were absent fifty min- 
utes before arriving at their con- 
clusions, the Court adjourning for 
their considerations after His 


‘| Lordship had summed-up for over 


2% hours. 


The concluding atngen of the 
trial were entered upon in_ the 
morning when Mr, Justice Wood 
aummed-up, first dealing, with the 
matter as it related ta the two pri- 
soners defended by Mr, F.C. Jen- 
kin. 

Dealing with the case against 
the second prisoner, His Lordship 
anid it waa very alight. He aug- 
vested that the evidence of the 
Jandlord of No, 77 Wing Lok Strert 
was of no vnlue, and the principal 
plank of the Crown case fell if 
the jury accepted the statement 
of the second atveused that he did 
not ‘take his evenins: men) at 77, 
Wing Lok Street. Even, however, 
if they did not accept it, It could 
only be reyarded as falac evidence, 
and did not prove the Crown enae, 

The third prisoner bad also 
given ovidence, and he suggested 
to them that their verdict regard- 
ing the aecond man depended al- 
most solely on the acceptance or 
disregard of the third accused's 
evidence. If they accepted his 
story. ther he thought [t wart con 
elusive that the first two men must 
tad convicted on the charges, 


Judge's Comments. 


After the jury had made known 
thelr verdict, His Lordship  dis- 
charged the third prisoner and ad- 
dressed the other two men ag 
follows:—The jury have brought 
in a unanimous verdict: they And 
there has been a conspiracy to set 
fire to 77, Wing Lok Street, the 
conspiracy being with the object 


[of defrauding the Insurance .Com- 


pany. They have found you both 
parties to this conspiracy: they 
have found that whoever elze was 
party to the conapiracy, you two 
persona were concerned. Per- 
sonally, 
right. f= think you have been 
guilty of a crime of a most serious 
character, involving the possible 
damaye.to property and ‘possible 
loss of Life. You have been con- 
victed of attempting to set fire to 
the building, not to setting fire to 
the goods, You have been con- 
Micted of taking part in a gon- 
spiracy which led up to.the fire in 
the building. The sentence of the 
Court is that the Grst prisoner be 
Imprisoned for three years with 
hard labour, and the second pri- 
yoner for two yeara with hard 
labour, 

Addressing the jury, His Lord- 
ship thanked them for the careful 
manner in which they had attend- 
ed to the jong procecdingss and ex- 
empted them from further duty for 
ite period of. two years,

SITTING BUDDHA & GODDESS |. 


OF MERCY. 


The almilarity between two trade 
marks, one of tho Sitting Buddha and 
the other of the Goddess of Morey, 
in a similar posture though sho is 
usually represented standing, led to 
nu Chinese, Tang Kwai-sang, ‘being 
charged, before Mr. Butters, at tho 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday aftor 
noon, with having appllod a trada 
mark very similar to o registered 
trndo mark to his goods. 

Mr. F, C, EB. Rendall, appearing for 
the complainant, Kong Houng-po, said 
that his clicnt was tho attorney for 
Wal Shut-pak, who was tho solo pro- 
prictor of ‘the Yeo Tin Tong dispon- 
sary. Wai, o8 proprictor, was the 
registored owner of Trado mark 147 
of 1928 and 260 of 1930 in Clana 3, 
in respect of medical and chemical 
substances, For years ho had been 
doing dusiness in Saigon and had 
an extensive trade in that part of 
the country. Last yenr ho camo to 
Hongkong with the object of opening 
branches Sn Hongkong and Canton, 
He appointed agents in all the prin- 
cipal towns and = advortiscd his 
medicines extensively in Chineso news- 
papers and on tramcars, He spent o 
good denl of ‘moncy in getting tho 
publle to know and buy his producta. 
His trade mark bore the figure of the 
Sitting Buddha and wan assigned to 
him by, Its former owner for a certain 
remuncration; / : 

The Discovery. 

At the beginning of December 
people cume to the Yee Tin Tong 
pensary and asked for the Yin 
medien] plaster. They were 
the firm were not tho manuficturers 
and that they did not produce that 
kind of plaster, As the people con- 
tinued to come, tho firm beenmo sus- 
pivious and made inquirtes. In due 
course one of the fokla discovered on 
the Yaumath ferry’ a hawker selling 
this particular plaster, Ho bought a 
packet and was.given o pamphlet pur- 
porting to be from the Yeo Tin dir 
pensary, which were incidentally the 
first two characters of the complain- 
ants’ proper name. Tho pamphlets 
suid that the plaster was = manu- 
factured at 138, Wooming’ Street. 
Inquiries were made at thin addreaa, 
but it wan found to be a false onc. 
Subsequently another foki purchased 
a further snmple of the medical 
plaster and was taken by the hawker 
to the Mee Heung ten shop in 
Reclamation Street, where he wan 
given a copy of the pamphict and 
also a plaster. Ho was also told that 
the plaster wa» manufactured by 
Tany Kwai-nsang. As a reault pro- 
ceedings were taken against the de- 
fendant. The police raided the pre. 
miseon nnd discovered a number of 
plasters and pamphicts, It was not 
known whether tho defendant war 
actually responsible for having applied 
the trade mark to the plasters, but 
he ‘wan held responsible for having 
been in charge of the premises. The 
original trade mark bore o figure of 
the Sitting Buddha while the false 
one bore ao figure of the Goddess of 
Morey in a sitting posture very 
similar to the Buddha,.
